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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on 1/17/07 has been considered and made of 
record. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Woolley Jr. 
This rejection is set forth from prior Action, paragraph 3. 

4. Claim 1 1 is also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Femling. This rejection is set forth from prior Action, paragraph 6. 

5. Claims 30-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Woolley Jr or Femling in view of Vandermark or Conti. This rejection is set forth from 
prior Action, paragraph 6. 

6. Claims 34-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Woolley Jr or Femling in view of Vandermark or Conti. This rejection is set forth from 
prior Action , see paragraph 7. 



Response to Arguments 
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7. Applicant's arguments regarding rejection of claims 11, 30-35 filed on 1/17/07 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Because the prior art teaches 
the tool as claimed by the present application. .At first under the "Remarks" applicant 
contends that the prior art to Woolley, Jr. does not teach the claimed "a switching 
member for switching the biasing direction of the biasing member between the first and 
second directions". The examiner disagrees because the woolley does shows every 
aspect structural elements as recited in claim 1, which contains a switching member 60 
for switching the biasing direction of the biasing member 64 between (left and right 
direction) which representing the claimed the first and second directions. Note the 
switch member 60 does cause the biasing member as spring 64 to switch in between 
compression versus expansion in two directions such as first and second. 

Regarding Femling device, the femling does teach the above as well see Fig. 2 
which shows switch member 36 for causing the biasing member to move in at least two 
directions. 

Further, the present invention directed to a hand held electric part and since the 
device being claims and it is clearly that the Femling discloses a device which teach 
very much every structural imitations of the claimed device therefore, it is capable of 
using as handling device as claimed by the present application. 

In light of the above, Applicant's arguments with respect to Woolley, Femling 
and the combination therefrom are moot. Therefore, the prior art rejections of claims 
11,30-35 is valid. 
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8. Claims 12, -14 and 36-41 are allowed.
